Two Americans Fall at Leon 
When Rebels Capture City 
—Insurgents Are Said to 
Have Taken Several Towns

WASHINGTON—Two Americans were 
among the government soldiers surround- 
ed and killed by rebels under Genera! 
Duron at Leon, Nicaragua, according to 
the news received by the state depart- 
ment today from American Minister 
Weitzel at Managua. The men were Phil- 
lips and Harvey Dodge, the latter of 
Kosciusco, Miss. They were killed while 
seeking refuge. 

In describing the siege of Leon, Min- 
ister Weitzel declared that the situation 
jin Nicaragua is growing steadily worse. 
The situation is complicated by dissen- 
sion that has developed in the rebel 
camp on account of the presidential as- 
pirations of four men, Mareos Naierena, 
Paulino Godoy, Zeledon and Francisco 
Bacca. 

The American consuf at Corinto re- 
ported to day that the rebels have taken 
a number of towns lying between Leon 
and OChinandega. Americans and other 
foreigners made urgent requests for aid 
and at the request of the local authori- 
ties, marines and sailors were landed 
from the gunboat Annapolis and the 
collier Justin. Twenty-five American 
women and children were taken aboard 
the Justin and a numbes of American 
citizens are living in the consulate. 

Invasion of Nicaragua by United States 
forces was ordered Wednesday by Presi- 
dent Taft. The action is the despatch- 
ing of 750 marines to Nicaraguan ports 
to augment the force from .the United 
United States there. 

On the Atlantic and Pacific 
of Nicaragua there are 500 American 
sailors and marines. At Managua, the 
¢apital of Nicaragua, there are 250) ma- 
rines and 100 bluejackets. At Bluefields 
are 54 officers and men from the Ta- 
coma. 

The President, through Secretary of 
the War Department Stimson, also di- 
rected that the Tenth United States in- 
fantry inthe Panama Cana! Zone, be held 
in readiness. 

The transport Prairie sailed from Ports- 
mouth, N. H., Wednesday afternoon for 
Philadelphia, where. marines will be em- 
‘ barked Sunday morning. The Prairie will 
take the marines to Colon and they will 
be transported to Panama, thence to Cor- 
into, Nicaragua, on the cruiser California. 
The California will carry a landing party 
of 150 men. The California sailed from 
San Diego Wednesday night.

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HERR VON NEMES PRESENTS 
| FAMOUS PEREDA TO PRADO 


(Special to the Monitor) 


LONDON-—The eminent picture collector of Buda Pesth, Herr von 
Nemes, has presented his recent acquisition of the Ashburton Pereda, the 
“Relief of Genoa by the Admiral Marquess of Santa Cruz,” to the Prado at 
Madrid. 

The Ashburton sale of pictures which took place at Melchet court last 
year has brought to light a famous Spanish picture which disappeared, 
together with many others, during the dissensions which marked the history 
of Spain a century or 80 ago. 

At the time when the marriage of Philip II. took place with Mary 
Tudor of England, a country house was built in the Retiro park in the style 
of a Norman castle for the use of the English Queen. Later in Spanish 
history, the Conde Duque de Olivares, the favorite of Philip IV., caused 
pictures to be painted for the decoration of the same house. 

In Sir Wilham Stirling-Maxwell’s “Annals of the Artists of Spain,” 

occurs the following passage: “One of the contributions to the gallery 
(Buen Retiro) was a large composition on the relief of Genoa by the 
Admiral Marquess of Santa Cruz, which he (Pereda) filled with auth- 
entic portraits of historical personages and executed in a style worthy 
of the best artists of that able band which now had Velasquez for a 
captain.” 
This noteworthy picture is the one which, under the mistaken descrip- 
“The Surrender of Antwerp to the Duke of Alva,” hung for many 
years in Melchet court, was purchased in September last by a Paris 
dealer. It will, in a short time, take its place among other pictures of the 
same school in the Prado in Madrid.

The insignia consists of a golden 
fleece, or sheepskin, hanging from 
a lambent gold and blue enameled 
flint stone and borne in its turn 
by a ray of fire. Originally the 
decoration was suspended from a 
chain of alternate flints and rays, 
but Charles V. eubstituted a red 
ribbon to the chain, and at the 
present day the chain is only worn 
by the grand master.

A total of 57,948,565 
pounds of wool were exported oversea in 1911, against 53,654,831 pounds in 
1910, or an increase of 4,293,734 pounds, the values being 1911, £1,933,379;

Andrew's gave permission last May to 
the rules committee to propose certain 
alterations in the rules. These proposals 
have now been announced. 

Among the most important are those 
concerning “lost ball” and “ball out of 
bounds.” Under the present rule 21 the 
penalty in match play for a lost ball is 
the loss of the hole. The penalty now 
proposed is loss of stroke and distance. 
In regard to “out of bounds,” the com- 
mittee propose that the punishment be 
increased to loss of stroke as well as of 
distance. If this cannot be agreed to 
they recommend that the penalty be left 
to local rule. ‘ 

In regard to hazard, the committee 
propose to delete “rushes” from 
defintion, inasmuch as they are hard to 
define, and leave them legislated 
for by local rule. They also propose that 
a club may make a local yule for grassy 
hollows, and the words “unless excepted 
by local rule,” are placed after the 
definition of a ditch as a hazard. 

The duties of umpire and referee are 
to be laid down by the definition: “An 
umpire decides questions of fact: a ref- 
eree decides questions of golfing law.”

Although there has not been 
much rebel activity at that center for 
the last six weeks or two months, it is 
learned from official sources that the 
company is operating at only about 40 
per cent of its capacity.

Torreon is often spoken of as a Mex- 
jean city largely dominated by for- 
eigners, chief- among whom are Amer- 
icans, of course.

The figures show that it was possible 
to close that period with a loss in gross 
earnings, in comparison with the pre- 
vious wear, of less than $500,000. Many 
railroads in the United States closed the 
same period with a considerably larger 
loss, having contended with nothing more 
serious than a strike or unfavorable 
weather conditions last winter. The 
comparisons with the previous year on 
the National lines would have been even 
more favorable, except that during the 
first half of the fiscal period ended June 
9). 1911 (before the Madero revolution 
was well under way), the gross earnings 
were some $4,000,000 larger than for the 
corresponding period of the previous 
year. ; 

A particularly gratifying feature of 
the preliminary statement of the Na- 
tional lines for the fiscal year ended 
with June 30 last, was the decrease of 
$344,000 in operating expense. In view 
of the interruption of traflic with which 
the management had to contend during 
six or eight months of that time and 
the. extraordinary repairs which it was 
called upon to make as a result of the 
revolution, the substantial decrease in 
operating expenses can be explained only 
by the fact that during previous years

OFFICES IN LONDON. 


NUW BEING DEBATED 


(Special to the Monitor) 
LONDON — Mr. the 
urgent portion of his mission being ac- 
complished, is about to consult with 
Lord Strathcona and Mr. Griffiths, his 


secretary, on the selection of a site for 
the new Canadian offices for the: hig 
commissioner and the emigration depart- 
ment. 

Lord Strathcona, assisted by other 
authorities, has been collecting informa- 
tion regarding sites and estimates for 
several months. That the Canadian 
government is very much in earnest in 
this matter is proved by the inclusion 
of an item of $1,000,000 ( £200,000) to- 
wards the cost of purchasing a site in 
London and erecting new offices thereon, 
in their last supplementary estimates, 
an item which was passed unanimously 
by the Canadian Parliament. 

The advisers of the government are 
divided in their opinion on the choice 
of site, one section being in favor of 
remaining in the neighborhood of West- 
minster and another advocating the site 
on the Strand'and Aldwych, the former 
desiring to keep in touch with govern- 
ment departments and the latter con- 
sidering that the interests of Canadian 
development will be best served by pub- 
licity in prominent business quarters.

CYPRUS CONSIDERS 
ITSELF NEGLECTED 


AND SENDS PAUTEaT

LONDON—A deputation from the Cy- 
prus legislative visited London 
recently for the especial purpose of bring- 
ing to the notice of the colonial secretary 
the neglected condition of their island, 

The Cyprians are Greeks by race but 
their plea is not for union with Greece, 
but that Great Britain should take more 
interest in the administration of their 
island. It was in 1878 that Cyprus was 
occupied by Great Britain under the con- 
vention with Turkey, and since that date 
but little has been done to develop the 
facilities of the country. 

There is a light railway barely 60 miles 
in length, but telegraphs and telephones 
are unknown. The revenue of the island 
amounts to £250,000 and there is an 
accumulated surplus of £170,000, which 
sum is held as security for the tribute 
which Cyprus in conjunction with Great 
Britain pays the Ottoman government. 

The islanders consider that this ar- 
rangement is not only very unusual but 
not equitable. As part of the great Bri- 
tish empire they consider that some at- 
tention should be given to their covutry.

Missouri voters have been given something 
to think about, and something to act upon, in 
connection with the November election, that 
is certainly of sufficient importance to divide 
their time with the question of party plat- 
forms and party candidates. What they 
shall decide with relation to this matter will 
e of greater permanent interest to them 
than what they shall decide with regard to 
men and to ordinary campaign issues. The 
opportunity seems to have arisen in that state for the presentation 
to its people, in a clearcut fashion, of the question of reforming 
their present taxing system, and the Equitable Taxation League has 
taken advantage of it by submitting to the electorate two proposed 
amendments to the constitution of the state. The first proposes to 
exempt all kinds of personal property and improvements from tax- 
ation; to abolish license taxes on merchants and manufacturers and 
on occupations, not requiring police regulation; and to prohibit 
poll taxes. The second proposes to abolish the present state board 
of equalization and to create a permanent state tax commission, to 
secure uniformity of assessments throughout the state. The second 
amendment secures the effective enforcement of the first. 

This is radical, but public thought in Missouri and elsewhere 
is much better prepared for such a step now than it was forty, twenty, 
ten or even five years ago. The object is to remove injurious taxes 
from industry and commerce. The amount levied upon human 
effort that should rather be encouraged, in Missouri alone, amounts 
to $15,000,000 annually. The hope is that the voters of that state 
in November next will shift this burden from the shoulders of those 
most instrumental in creating the wealth of the state, to the shoul- 
ders of those who, without earning, possess the greater part of that 
wealth. Missouri is situated in the richest part of the entire Mis- 
sissippi valley, in the part where the soil is most productive, where 
the crops are uniformly good and where land values are constantly 
increasing, and yet the farmers of Missouri are rapidly degenerating 
from the owning to the tenant class. In that state, as in many others; 
land is coming under the control of capitalists and _ speculators. 
According to the secretary of the Equitable Taxation League, Wil- 
liam A. Black, conditions in the cities of Missouri are calling even 
more loudly for tax reform. It is stated by him that ten families 
own more than one tenth of Kansas City land values, 150 people 
more than one fifth of the whole city, and that 90 per cent of the 
population are practically tenants. Students of economics under- 
stand clearly why this is so, and why, if the present tax system is 
permitted to continue in Missouri and throughout the United States 
and Canada, land, the source of all wealth, will be monopolized com- 
pletely a few years hence. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that the people of Missouri at the 
coming election will set an example for all the states of the Union 
by cutting loose from what may well be described as the most tena- 
cious tradition of feudalism. 
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It 1s announced that chemists in England 
and Germany. have recently and almost simul- 
taneously discovered means of producing 
artificial daylight. This has long been 
desired, it 1s said, in certain of the arts, 
ordinary artificial light not being satisfac- 
tory in making certain delicate measure- 
ments and tests. Daylight lamps will very 
likely be among the novelties of the near 
future. According to a correspondent of 
the New York 5un, artists will soon be able to paint by them, art 
galleries will be able to illuminate with them, and women will be 


A SPECIAL commissioner from the city of 
Houston, Tex., recently embarked at New 
York bound for a study of European munici- 
pal methods and results, chiefly in Germany. 
A few years ago this person was an incon- 
spicuous journalist in Boston. In time he 
migrated to Texas, at once threw himself 
into the movements of that imperial state 
which have made it a pioneer in solving some | 
contemporary urban problems; and now he ~ 
is delegated to go as a specialist to study what Europe has to teach 
American progressives. The personal side of this embassy is interest- 
ing; but not so much so as the civic. It is not a ynique event, but 
rather a symbolical one. Voluntary spies sallied forth in the ‘90s 
to see what was going on in London, Glasgow, Berlin, Hamburg, 
Budapest. The result of their inquisitiveness and observation took 
the form of literature, of a kind new to America; and it made 
national reputations as experts for men who were alert enough to 
see what Europe had to teach Americans in a field of government 
where the latter confessedly had been least successful. 

The change that has come with the new century has been in 
the formal, deliberate, semi-official and official character of the trips 
of exploration of European cities made by Americans. Mayors, 
street commissioners, harbor experts and park administrators are 
now being delegated to investigate; and are sent forth as a mode 
of acquiring additional equipment for their duties. Houston's spe- 
cial agent goes with the backing of the mayor and commissioners, 
as a recognition of his service to the city as an editorial promoter 
of modern theories of urban government, and because both pro- 
fessionally and. as a citizen he can hereafter discuss more intelli- 
gently Houston’s problems in the light of Europe’s experience. 
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It 1s not criminal to desire a vote. When, 
therefore, a vast number of otherwise law- 
abiding citizens combine to perpetrate crim- 
inal actions, in order to force the bestowal of 
a vote, it 1s conclusive evidence of a sense of 
deep injustice. It must be remembered that 
these actions have all been done in broad 
daylight. The women who chained them- 
selves to the grille of the gallery in the Com- 
mons, the women who broke the windows in 
Regent street, the women who have been guilty of technical assaults 
upon the police, have all, even the women who threw the lighted 
torch from the box in the Dublin theater, all faced the consequences 
of their deeds. They have at least had the courage of their opinions, 
and though those opinions may have found lamentable expression, 
it is certain that the sufferers for them have not been actuated by 
anything little or mean. 

It is said sometimes, with almost incredible foolishness, that 
nothing but a desire for notoriety has inspired the recklessness of 
this crusade. That is the argument of the little mind. People who 
really believe that their neighbors enjoy cold cells, plank beds, and 
forcible feeding, are commonly too fond of their own comfort to 
understand what Swift would have termed saeva indignatio, over 
anything more tragic than a disturbed night. It was saeva indig- 
natio, none the less, which inspired the Drapier letters, when George 
I. was king; and it is saeva indignatio which, in’the reign of George 
V., has greeted the sentences on the women in the Dublin courts. 
After all, the women have proceeded in exact accordance with pre- 
cedent, only with more-restraint than the men. The riots and arson 
which intoned the passage -of the great reform bill make the rattle 
of the glass on the Regent street pavements, and the extinguished 
torch in the Dublin theater, veritably pianissimo. 

The hardening of the heart to the cry that it is impossible to 
yield to violence, leaves out of the reckoning the fact that still less 
inclination was shown to yield to argument. Unfortunately, politi- 
cal humanity has always shown more respect for the King’s “troop 
of horse” than the King’s “‘books.”’ 
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patient, however, and it is right that it should be. The time is cer- 
tain to come when the equipment of all utilities will be so simplified 
and perfected that it will not offend the eye. [hings that are thought 
essential to them today will be dispensed with tomorrow.

He is too sensitive to actual social conditions to believe that they 
can go untouched by the government or be left to work themselves 
out by reformation of erring individuals at some indefinite future 
date.” On the other hand, he is much troubled with the centripetal 
trend that exalts the authority of the state over. the people who make 
it, that confers upon government arbitrary functions, and that imperils 
the rights of minorities. He sympathizes with much that is revolu- 
tionary in the demands of.the discontented people of the country 
who feel that they have been exploited for the benefit of the few; 
but he declines to throw overboard the constitution and the balanced 
system of government created by the fathers, in the effort to redress 
social injustice. 

Evidently if Governor Wilson is a progressive moderate, Gov- 
ernor Marshall is a moderate progressive. Such difference as there 
is between them is implied in terms thus shaded. The Progressive 
party’s candidates also are substantially alike in their viewpoints.

It says that private dona- 
tions may properly be made to the public 
schools, and it goes to the trouble of pub- for Public 
lishing a pamphlet which summarizes the 
purposes for which private gifts and bequests Schools 
may be made. When everything is said, the tt 
nation owes more to the public schools than Bs, 
to any other educational institutions, small or large. This may be 
held without reflecting upon or detracting from the private institu- 
tions that through many years have been the recipients of private 
munificence. It is time, however, that the public school should be 
recognized privately as well as publicly for its great worth, for the 
support it has given to democratic institutions and popular govern- 
ment, and to all they stand for. 

The public school is maintained by taxation, it is true, but this 
is no reason why it,should not become also the beneficiary of private 
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endowment. It must never be dependent upon private support, but 
if anything can be done through private gratitude and philanthropy 
to make it a stronger bulwark of liberty, enlightenment and morals 
than it is already, this should be encouraged. 

The colleges and universities have their loyal sons everywhere 
and their loyalty has made for the upbuilding of institutions of which 
this nation may well be proud; but in a sense the alumni of the 
public school have been neglectful of their alma mater. She has

in daylight. Good light is a great comfort and convenience. and 
all improvements in artificial illumination are to be welcomed, but it 
does not appear from anything thus far advanced in relation to the 
subject that artificial daylight—aside from such use as may be made 
of it in the laboratory and photographic dark room—is particularly 
desirable. 

For ordinary purposes, gaslight, electric light, oil light and 
candle light do very well, when the sun is not shining. The winter 
evening at home, with a book or periodical or paper, in front of a 
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A government which is passing a home rule bill, the momentum for 
which was generated by agrarian outrages, might well pause before 
the outrage in the Dublin theater. “Mountjoy” as an argument is 
not likely to prove more convincing than “WNilmainham.” There is 
just one argument which will tell. The pagan poet stated it in the 
line, “Omnia vincit amor, nos et cedamus amori,” and the Hebrew 
lawgiver, when he wrote, “Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
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cheerful grate, will hardly seem as comfortable in artificial daylight 
as it does in the softened glow of a lamp. But that is not the main 
point. It would be narrow and selfish to view the matter only 
through the eyes of the man who is privileged to spend his evenings 
in this ideal way. The main point is that practically none of us are 
making use, as we should, of the natural daylight within our reach: 
why, then, should we take the earliest opportunity of throwing out 
gaslight, electric light, lamp light and candle light and putting arti- 
ficial daylight in? 

There is plenty of time in the early morning for the artist to 
paint his pictures, for the art gallery to exhibit them or for the 
woman who 1s particular about matching things to match them—if 
they do not care to take the time required from the conventional day. 
Through a large part of the year from four to six hours of daylight 
is wasted daily in the United States and Canada and in all countries 
of like latitudes. Calling the average daily waste for the year round 
three hours, and calling the number of working days in the year 300, 
and giving each day twenty-four hours, the number of days lost 
will be found to be thirty-seven, that is, over five weeks, or more 
than one month. If the days are measured by working hours, how- 
ever, putting these at eight, it will be seen that the loss in the year 
is 112 days, sixteen weeks, or about four months. And this loss is 
suffered simply by reason of the observance of a custom that substi- 
tutcs the clock for the sun as a regulator of our working and resting 
hours. 

Necessity is not only the mother but the excuse for invention. 
There is plenty of natural daylight at present, and, since we are not 
using it rightly, we may say there is no excuse for making the arti- 
ficial article. Rather than go to the trouble and expense of installing 
a new lighting system, which at best would only be an imitation, why 
not let in and make use of more of the real daylight? In other 
words, why not rise with the sun instead of by the clock? 
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New York seems to be impressed very favorably with its new 
double deck cars. Anything that in the least approaches the skyline, 
even if it is only a winding stairs on a street car, impresses New York.

AWKWARDNESS and crudity mark the intro- 
duction of nearly all great inventions. Com- 
pared with the better, if not absolutely fn- 
ished, products of these latter days, the orig- 
inal locomotive, the original Morse instru- 
ment, the original harvester, sewjng machine, 
telephone, typewriter or automobile, was a 
very clumsy and incomplete piece of work. 
Of late some people have been inclined 
toward pessimism with relation to the aero- 
plane, but there 1s no good reason why they should be; the aeroplane 
is only in its infancy. We all realize clearly that the railroad is far 
from being perfect, although its history is punctuated with improve- 
ments. It is a far cry from the steel rail of today to the strap-iron 
rail of sixty years ago. Forty years ago all rails were iron, there 
was no airbrake, the coaches were heated by stoves and lighted with 
oil; the vestibule was unthought of; the prediction that steel cars 
would be in use within a generation would have been received with 
derision. 

Forty years ago there was no duplex or quadruplex system of 
telegraphy, the problems of imperfect insulation had not been 
solved, submarine telegraphy was in its beginning; less than thirty 
years ago one had to “ring on” and “ring off’ when using the tele- 
phone, and confusion characterized the service in general. For 
years the électric light was so unreliable that the great majority of 
those who used it kept gaslight in reserve. Gaslight, by the way, is 
very different today from what it was twenty years ago; the process 
of manufacturing it has been revolutionized. Employment of the 
trolley system of traction was delayed in many communities. for 
years because of the disfiguring character of the equipment. Even 
now, people of taste are far from being reconciled to. the trolley 
pole. It will have to go. It will have to go as certainly as tele- 
graph poles‘in the streets of self-respecting towns and cities had to 
go. There is a place for everything, and the place for telegraph, 
telephone and trolley wires is not above ground. The public is

the intellectual energy of the nation is drawn primarily; more and 
more is being demanded of her yearly, and it is high time that her 
sons and daugheters were remembering her in the days of their 
success and prosperity. 

If she shall be thus remembered, out of the fulness of apprecia- 
tion and gratitude, it will mean the creation of a new tie between 
her and her children. Nothing that can by any means advance the 
cause of public education in the United States should be neglected 
or ignored or despised. With the diffusion and advancement of 
education many problems that now rise like mountains before a peo- 
ple conscious of their responsibilities, but sometimes doubtful of their 
capabilities, will disappear. There is nothing, there can be nothiug, 
too good for the public schools of the country. They should be 
nurtured and supported by the public as a matter of duty and as a 
matter of national protection; they may well be aided by the individ- 
ual citizen to the extent of his ability as a matter of patriotism and 
of love.
